Diifing tlie Exmiimer's interviews possible claim amendmeBis were discussed. An 
agreement regarding claim amendments that would put ihe appHcation in condition for allowance 
was reached during the September 12, 2(M, Bxammef s Meryiew. 

Particuiariy, independent claims l i 23 Md 41 were amended to add the features 
pertaining to colleciing pei^onaMzstion data (a similar feature was piwiously recited in claim 2), 
and adding accounts chosen by the user to an aggregation of accounts (a similar feature was 
previously recited in claim i 8)> Independent claims K 23 and 41 were also amended to clarify 
that a list of oth^ institutions that provide network accessible aecomits is generated from a list of 
institutions maintained by the server of the fiM institntidn, and that those ac 
provided hy the first institution. Also, the independent claims v^fere anieii^^^ 
that the generated list of other institutions is presented on a user-interface. The independent 
claims were fmiher amended to replace the wording "entity'Tefttities" with 
"institution'7"irsMitutions", respectively, for greater clarity. 

Furthennore, claims 3, 5-9, 16-17, 19-22, 26-27, 33-35, 37-40 and 42-45 were amended 
to make the iaiiguage recited therein consistent with the language of the respective amended 
independent claims. Claims 2, 18 ^md 36 were cancelled, 

Pending claims 1 3-17, 19-35 and 37-45 are thus alidwable. In view of the foregoing, 
applicant respectfully submits thai the application is in condition for allowance aiJd such action is 
respectfully requested at the exarBiner's earliest convemence.
